L ast montli in our 4orKNAh \vr \uu\ nn rditorinl 
pntitlci] *Mhitlook on ijahor Day/" U was writ* 
ten hofore tlio lujliday. Xow tlmt ladior Day lias 
passed, we tliink another r^dilorial is hi order. 

It seems to ns that union members arr‘ ^etliriiJ: away 
from the true spirit of laihor f)ay. To many, it ts 
Just anotlier hoiiday — To sleep hWc or sianul at the 
beaeh. With a frreni iimuher (H' uur younj^tu* mem- 
bers, tins is the only kiml of Ijahor Day they Imvc^ 
ever known — ^its real iiKaniin*^ Jnsi '*ja:oes by th<^ 
hoard/’ 

Ijalior Day was founded as a national ladiday set 
aside to lioiujr the workin”: peojde of our nation. 
Union men and ^\oajen eampaijined vij^orously 1o |^et 
The holiday. Wtiy? Xot Just to ohlaiii a day off 
from work, hut hriim foi-eibly to the mind of Uie 
pnblie, that labor Is «u*‘^miimi, that it has KtrenjJttli, 
that it makes up a eoiisiderahte sesrment of the popu- 
lation, that it has aims ami ambitions — and tliat it is 
a foreo to bo roekom^d witli. 

And so on the first Ijabor Day Kept ember o, 1882* 
more than lfl,nOO trade nnionists srathensl in Ibiion 
Square in New York Pity and yia faded down 1 Broad- 
way earryiiiEi: plaeards whieli demamh'd an ei»rlit*hour 
day. 

From that day <mward throiiy:li the years, when 
orj^ani"/ed lalmr was gniwinjr little by little, arid at 
^reat saeritiee, TadKir Day was f/re hi^ day for union 
pmi>le. They i>repared for weeks, and on the day 
itself marehed prmally in parade for all to see — and 
remember. 

Toilay, five ]uetnre has ehanped. Tn New Y<>rk, 
Chienjro, Philadelt)hia, Was) i in ^t on — there were no 
Tjahor Day parades. Tlnu-e was liardly a lur^e eity in 
the eountry that iiad a demnnstralion of note. There 
were a few real union eehdjral ions. Some tif our 
memhers have written ns of their partieijuitiou in 
loeal Labor Day activities. TUit tl ves(‘ SOI' mod to he 
few’ and far hc^tweeii, eoin pared ft> the old days. We 
received fewer ]iietures of pa rad in jr unionists and 
floats for the “Local Lines’" columns of our dorRXAL, 
One local wj'otc that it had been nimble to ^ret mcm- 
licrs interested in a parade. In tln^ next parnf^raiili 
there was a note on the failure of their emit rue t 
nejrotiatinns. “We just aren’t jroiny: tf> "et nnytliinK 
this year,"' 

Makes you stop and think — -is tfiere a coimrction? 
Are we ”Townnjr soft? Ai-c we too lazy or eomplacent 
to f?ot out and show that we arc proud to be uniouists* 
proud to lionor mir labor luoueers amh inctfleiitally, 
show the w'orld that we an* unionists, peoph' with 
reason and rijrhts and a rofr? 


Is there a eonuecrion laMween the attitude of 
]iUhar*?y that h^ts us ignore Labor Day — and the «:row- 
antidahor ley:islalimi in our country? Would 
stale le»islaiors dare in foist the infamous “ Hight-to- 
Work” laws on our people if they were really oi‘^au- 
Ized, vmilanl and militant" And if they p:ave oiiL 
ward dcimiiistnitiDM that they were? 

Now is the time to think abont these thinsrs — to 
rememlier tliat onr enemies never relax and we car/t 
afford to cither. Now is the time to aw'aken to our 
r(^s]Hmsilii1it ies and to the tlan«:ers all around ns. 
Now is the time to Join with onr Brother and Kister 
unionists and raise up the stiimhird “Tu Union Tliere 
Is Sn■enJ^th.“ 

Now is the time to plan for next Ijahor Day and 
make tile day and the deeds reflect the real spirit of 
triK! unionism.

Fnllowuig th(^ Armistice, many 
of the Red Cross sei‘vie(»s as we 
know them today wms* devehifu'd. 
As servicemen returned fiome, tiie 
Red rmsK hel|»eil them thniugfi a 
veti^rans program t fuii inclmled 
eounselitig ami hnaneial assistimee. 

The Ib'd Cross iMs^aiiie aetlve in 
Veliwaiis |[os(utals ami hranefieil 
out into other medical fields— pule 
lie himitli mu-sing for example, ami 
home nnrsing eonrses luid health 
education. First aid ami water 
Hafet\- (u-ograms designed to fire- 
serve life amt limb were also ilevnd- 
opisl. 

T1 m‘ Red Cross disastei' work was 


eontiiiued and expanded, and dur- 
ing depression days, the Reil Cross 
even undertook rleprossioii relief 
activities. 

Whenever and wliercver helji was 
needed, flic Ifed Cross has been on 
the Joli iloing tlie jo!> it \va.s organ- 
ized to do — relieve suffering. 

Cross Siu-viee after Pearl 
Harbor and ihroughout World War 
II was similar to that of World 
War ] tlumgli moi-e* extensive. Dur- 
ing our Secfind World War, Ifed 
t 'j OSS workei-s served all over the 
wni-ld and their aenvities are fa- 
miliar tn most of us who either 
henclilcd hy tlicni or served as 
volunteers in one eapaeity or an- 
other— fr<im hlmnl rhmors to nurses 
aides. 

Blood Program 

The Red Cross IiIimkI donor pro- 
gram wa,s till* most sigiiificaiil new 
service of the \var period. If the 
Red Cmss never servtnl n single 
Ollier purpose in all its years of 
orgiiiuzatioii, the lives it savfsl in 
eulicctiiig ainl distrilmting (dasma 
woubl more than justify its e.xist- 
enee. The low ratio of deaths 
among our womnled is attributed 
in no small (lart to tlie Tied Cross 
BliMid Ib-fkgram. 

Ri'd (*ross firiwm r-of-war activi- 
ties were also greatly expanded 
during and after World War II, 

That in brief is the story of the 
birth, growth and ilevelopment of 
our American Red Cross. Time ami 
sjmee will not fierndt us to spell out 
the really great work it has per- 
formed, dcserihe the hiuidreds of 
thousaiHls of (Jeople it lias helped. 

'ffirlay we are once again living 
in peacetime. The work of the Retl 
Cros.s goes mi. Only a few days 
agt> our news(iaiwi*s WT-re full of 
jdetiires of .suflVring people.s made 
homeless hy 1 1 urricanes Connie 
and Diane. But in every easi% 
there wa.s the Red (/ross on the jol>, 
hoifi (irofessioniils and volunt^su's, 
bringing onler cun of chaos, pro- 
jeeling themselves in all the eor- 
(loral works of mercy from feeding 
tin* Imngry and slielteriiig the shel- 
terless, tn burying tlie dead. 

Today tfie Ameriean Red Cross 
is set up to ojicrate a [>ig, compre- 
hensive iTcacetime prfigrmii. It has 
{(*tmthiHcd 071 page SS) 
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/^OFFEE, tea iimi milk mr tlirce 
^ lK'vent«;es which an* atnl liavc 
eommon to every Anierlcaii 
luuLsehohl since this mil inn was a 
colony. >>ueh roninioii-place ileiiis 
in tlie American lionie have their 
intiM'cstinjr sides* liowever. So wi' 
have searched out a IltUe hack- 
ground mater ini in order 1o tell the

Then» is thi' riire ami niellnw 
T>arj(*eling whieh gniws almig 
northern slojtes of India. Tlien 
t(Mi there is faipsang Soutdiong, a 
tea so faneied by 4. lltTfiotit ^lor- 
gan that he gave il to friends as 
Cliri.stmas |>resenfs; or the fabti-

Whatever its proj>erties, over the 
3'ears coffee lias beeji a steadily 
growintr halnt Mdlli the American 
people, who in 1S74 drank as much 
as 6.5*1 pounds per person ]>er year. 
Today aimiial coffee consumption 
in the l^S. averages out at the 
rate of 16-17 pounds per ca]iitiu 
(Since the average yearly yield of 
one coffee tr<‘c is apprnximalely 
iHpial to one tHoind of roasted cof- 
fee, it takes the entire yield of 
some 14 eolVee trees to produce 
enough eofIVc |)er year for use of 
one pei'son in the Tnited Estates.) 

Besides (juantities of coffee and 
other beverages used in the United 
States each year, about 355 ]Hmnds 
of fluid milk ami cream per person 
are eonsumed. It takes some 25,- 
000,000 cows to supply this tre- 
mendous river of milk deinandcd 
liv the American consumer. 

Aside from the Iiiige arnoimt of 
juilk (about luilf the total supply)

Tluu^<‘ were m dairy cows in pre- 
Columbian America. But Co lulu - 
bus on his second voyage to this 
hemisphere in 14ff5 brought eat lie 
to the West Indies. Cows were 
brouglil to the damestowii colony 
in 1611, but tlie American dairy iii- 
ilustry marks its begiiiniiig from 
im]>ortation in 1624 of a few cows 
to the Plymouth colony. 

At various times dairy cows were 
inpmrled fiTmi Pin^ope to Imild our 
herds. In 1815 came tlie derseys 
from the island of that name, in 
1818 the Muentseys from tlie Is- 
lands of (Guernsey and Alderney, 
and ill 1822 the Ayrsliires fj*om 
Sent land. Tu 1857 lilack and white 
Ifolsicins andved from Jlolland 
and in 1866 tlie Brown ^wiss from 
Switzerlaml, These r'cmain pidn- 
cipal breed,s of l".S. dairy eattle. 

From these beginnings the 
Ameriean dairy industry has 
grown nntil today our daily licrds 
]»mdiicc a greater total vohnno of 
milk tlian is imiduced in any otlier 
country. A (piick mental image ean 
be had of this Inmnliful suipdy 
fi'om the billowing statemmit : *’ir 
all fif tlie milk prodm-ed in llu' 
lb 8. in 1652 had been jmt in 
.sqnaie quart bottles sid(^ by side, 
t!ie liottles would exteml 112 times 
around the oartli. ' ’ 

But our dairy industry passed 
through some jierilous times before 
output of this sanitary, healthful 
''river'' of milk was made possible.

Then a eertain Nathan Straus^ 
deploriuEr iinijoalthy eondiluins of 
tlie milk industry, in lH?Ui opened 
depots for pasteurized milk in New 
York t^ity* 1'wo years later i>as- 
teinizing nnichines \srtv introilnnal 
ami in IftOH riiieafru passed the 
lirs! eomfHi Iso ry pasteurization law 
wldcli was af^plied to all milk ex* 
eejit that from Inhereidin testeil 
cijws. 

As healthy herds were hniU ui», 
safe and sanitary milking' equifn 
irient, pnieesHiiif^ and refn|>;erat km 
efpiipunml for shipment were 
hroiiiilit into use. Today then, we 
can traee the course fd' milk as a 
clean and sterilized miracle fluid 
llowiny: from the ciav in the [uislnre 
to the pitcher on the dinner tahte.

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\ MONTH has passf<l since we jrot 
^ the children ready and sent them 
back to school, Rut the time does 
seem ri(ie for a frank discussion of 
the part we mothers (day — or should 
play — in the education of our chil- 
dren* 

It seems that the duties of pai‘cnts 
aii<l teachers have been pretty well 
sejia rated and defined. The |]feneral 
public assumes that it is the parents* 
job to feed and clothe the child ami 
instruct him in a few principles of 
conduct^ while it is the duty of the 
school to teach him all he needs to 
know to get along in the woi'ld. 

However common this imtu'cssion 
may be, it is false* The child who 
must depenti on the sch<K>l alone for 
his education is a cheated ehtid. Actu- 
ally the home and the- school have the 
same goals ami they should work to- 
gether and first, last and always, 
parents are the child’s most important 
teacher*^. 

The ramits' I*art 

Parents understand their child (or 
should) better than anyone el.se. They 
know his hackgrmmd, traits he in- 
herits from them, know his emotional 
problems and physical limitations* A 
child’s interests, manners, tastes are 
usually pretty wv\i fomed before a 
child even starts to school. 

Of course we eX|iect proper instruc- 
tion from teachers but it is foolish to 
expect a teacher to work miracles. 
What a child learns and how he pro- 



gresses de (lends a great deal on his 
parents* 

Dr, George G. Brunts of San Jose 
State College once wi'ote a little book- 
let in which he states that as chil- 
dren go through school and become 
"educated" they go through a series 
of transformations* They grow" out of 
old situations into new* It is the 
schoors job to direct the child’s inter- 
ests to those subjects wdiieh develop 
useful attitudes 4:ow"a]‘d new situa- 



tions, The gieateBt help teachers can 
have in aiding the child to progress 
successfully from one period to the 
other w'ith the final goal in mind of 
turning out a useful, well-balanced, 
decently-educated citizen, is the active 
cooperation of the parents. 

In our schools, the subjects otTered 
in the school are known as the "cur- 
lieuluni." Parents, serving as teach- 
ers too, should set up their own "home 
curriculum” for the three chief trans- 
formation stages which their children 
go through* 

We outline for you here the three 
stages with suggestions for the home 
curriculum. 

The Preschool Period 

The Prenchool Period whirh extendii 
from birth tip to nix yearn of n^c* 
Before the child ever gets to school, 
he should have training and help in 
the following categories: 


(t) He should know the meaning 
of discipline* The child who has been 
taught respect for authority is a joy 
to his teachers anti will get along far 
better in school than one who has 
never been taught the meaning of 
“no” or respect for others, 

(2) Parents should develop work 
hahits in children at an early age 
so that school work will then come 
easily to them. The little child should 
have certain tasks to perform regu- 
larly, such as picking up toys and 
helping to keep his room clean* 

(3) It is up to the parents and 
not the teachers to give your child in- 
struction in good manners. Of course 
the best way to teach good manners 
Is by example* All busy parents have 
a lot to learn here* But remembering 
how- imjmrtant it is and how much 
we admire small children with nice 
manners, w<? can all make the extia 
effort , 

(4) One more task of the imrcnt of 
the preschool chihl who is eainestiy 
endeavoring t(» fit him for school life, 
is to answer his quest ions* Don’t ever 
be “too busy**' A child’s world is 
bi'oadened and his knowledge in- 
creased when his mother and father 
attempt to answer questions and dis- 
cuss them with him* We have all 
had a chance to observe children 
w^hose parents patiently take time for 
them, who do not “cut them off 
short," These are the alert, inquisi- 
tiv'e ones who go ahead to lead their 
classes* The atmthetic ones who do 
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not seem to take any interest in what 
IS beinj^ taug^ht them — 10 to one- 
have been **shyt up*' at home. 

(r>) Religious and moral training 
should start young in the home. There 
is not much chance that a busy school 
teacher with 40 or 50 younKsters to 
teach reading and writing and arith* 
metic to, is going to have much time 
left to teach the children why they 
should be good. 

The Elementary Schuol Period 

So much for the Preschool Curricu- 
lum — now a word oi) the next stage, 
frifni to i4 i/cars trhen fhv chihl 
in in ekmenliiry seftoot. Naturally the 
imrejjt continues with the training 
started with the little ehilti, but it 
grows as he grows and new fields are 
uddetl, such as: 

(1) Instruotinn and encoumgemtfnl 
is given In personal clean I i- 
nessp 

(2) Kindness to others is devel- 
oped. Parents should encour- 
age the habit of sharing. Here 
again, example is best. 

(3) 1 1 is time to begin to teach the 
child something about the value 
and handling of money. If 
possible a child shmilil be given 
a small allowance amj Sfime 
small part of it shouUi he save<i 
regularly, 

(4) Honesty in children miist be 
devidoped early. Very few' civil 
dren steal, we don't mean that, 
but every type of li lab must 
Iranaaction should be fi«iwned 
on and truth and straighlfot- 
w'ardness should be encouraged 
and pi'aised. 

(5) Simple household tasks should 
he expected of children, bf»ys 
as well as girls. This teaches 
a sense of respanaibiUty, 

(fi) It is initKirtant at. Ihis agi? for 
parents to begin teaching co- 
operation — getting children to 
w'ork together and with them 
on family picnics aiul parties 
and household chores. This 
at a its them on the right track 
to getting along with people 
ami w'orklng well in groups. 

The High School Period 

We now graduate to the Uiffh 
Schmtf Cnrrienlum (14 to Iff f/mrs of 
atfej ami the part the home and par- 
ents play in setting up a home eur- 
riculum to correspond. Many imientH 
feel that when a child reaches high 
school, his teaching days are over and 
from then on, it's all up to the school. 
This isn't the attitude to lake if ihe 
full happines.s and development of the 
child is desired, which is after all, 
what every parent desires for the 
child. Here are the things the parent 
should eontinuc to do: 

(1) Kneourage regular w'ork and 
rest ha bits. 

(2) Look to the social life of your

Sometimes a trip 
to a skin speclulist or a few dancing 
les.sons can work wonders for the 
boy or girt who is “left out of things/’ 
Sometimes unless pai-ents understand 
and helpj attitudes aie developed 
which seriously block future happi- 
ness. 

Encourage your children to have 
friends. Make them welcome in your 
home. 

(3) ^?omG sex education will have 
been gi^-^en before this periodj but 
adolescents need advanced in.struction 
and understanding talks with their 
parents that will fit them for father- 
hood and motherhood. The parents 
who leave this to the school Hygiene 
course are making a mistake. They 
are failing to build up bonds of con- 
fidence and affection which will keep 
them cbise to their children all 
through life, 

(4) PaJ*ents Fhoubl teach the teen- 
ager more abf>ut money matters. It 
is good if a child is allowed to earn 
some of his spending money. A 
valuable practice too is for the boy or 
girl to make a budget and learn to 
live within it. 

(5) Help your child to develop good 
judgment. Guide him tactfully tii 
make his own decisions. Chiklren re- 
sent being made to do things^ but 
the mother and father who have built 
up a close relationship with their 
children will have their confidence 
and can help and advise \vithoul being 
dictatorial. 

Well ladies. thaPs it for this 
month — an J 8-year curriculum of home 
leaching. It's a big order but the 
rewards arc big too. The results are 
a happy home and better educated 
children on the road to good citizen- 
ship and turning out happy, well- 
balanced, wen-educatect children of 
their own. 

And note bidies, through all this 
long discourse, we haven't directed 
the advice to mothers only^ — but to 
parents. It's Dad's job too, but it is 
you mothers who must take the 
initiative and pu.sh the program 
through.

There has been a trememlous spurt 
hi the construction of electronic com- 
puters and analysers in the last few 
years.

Who uses them ? Uncle Sam of 
course uses a large numbin- in con- 
junction with fire control. When 
enemy planes and I'ockets traveling 
between fifHLROI) miles per hour are 
coming, there is no time to sit down 
with pencil and paper, or even slide 
rules, or ad<ling machines to figure 
out the enemy speed, height, range, 
direction, etc., let alone set the sights 
and the numerous other things neces- 
sary hefoi'e firing. E'lectronic com- 
puting machines do the calculations 
almost with the speed of light. 

How does industry use these com- 
tniters? I should like to give an ex- 
ample in a quote from Standard 
Oil Company’s booklet, ^‘Leadership 
Through Research." 

The ivarning 
is iirinte<l In white on a panel, which 
looks like something a radio mechanic 
might see in his worst nightmare. It 
has rrid knobs, and a scientist spent 
a long Lime a<ljustiiig them properly. 

“This (mnel is ]iart of an even more 
imposing machine known oflicially as 
the Oil Pool Analyzer and Matrix Net- 
waji’k Unit. The machine has a large 
aii'-comlitioncd inom all by itself, 
works by electricity, and rej presents 
the most advanced of a ilistinguished 
line of model computers developed by 
Jersey reseaicheis. Such computers 
can predict an oil field’s future for 
years to come. . . . 

“One of the world’s richest fields 
contain many billions of barrels of oil 
and produces hundreds of thousands 
of barrels daily. Hut how long will 
it pi'oduce? VVHiat is the best liaily 
rate? How' much of the oil cun be 
extracted? The unswers will deter- 
mine efficient ways of opeiating the 
field and of conserving an invahiable 
natui'ul resource. To get them, engi- 
neers are using the .Analyzer. . ♦ . 

“Calculating machines like the Ana- 
lyzer decide these questions. Rut 
many exi)eriment.s have to be jier- 
formed first. E'or example, In study- 
ing one particular field, engineers cut 
more than 4, 013) cores out of it and 
meastireti each one for its total fiore 
space and permeability. They also 
measured the behavior of gas-in-oil 
solutions and gathered data from elec- 
tric well logs.

Rut using the facts in complex math- 
ematical equations might have taken 
years with office adding machines and 
other conventional methods. So the 
firoblem was set up on the Analyzer. 

“The oil field was platted on an 
electrical map. A large panel has one 
side divider! into several hundred 
checkerboard squares, each represent- 
ing a different part of the field. Elec- 
tric currents simulating oil and \vater 
flows were fed into the squares. On 
the other side of the paned were those 
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knobs whicii couU! I>e sil to In- 
creaso or <l<^c loose resistance to the 
currents — and^ hy analo^^y^ to the 
movement of Giiiria um!ei‘K round. 

"In this particular problem, the 
Analyzer helped engineers to deduce 
that by 1970 the pressui'e in the field 
under study would sink to 1,51)0 
pounds. This figure would be so low 
that the wells would not II ow by them- 
selves, One ste|) has already been 
taken to forestall this pressui'c 
dro]>. . , . 

"Behind continuing process and en- 
giueei'ing advances is a significant 
spui t in basic research on [letr oleum 
chemistry. Refiners know nitu'e than 
ever about tin; composition of the ma- 


terials ilioy work with, and one reason 
is the mass spectrometer. This re- 
markable instrument tears U[» a com- 
]ilex petroleum mixture, sorting out 
the parts by their molfrctdar weights, 
It separates 20 to 25 dilferent com- 
pounds and records the infoiination 
on [uinch cards, The cards are then 
placed in a computing machine. 

"Hundreds of neon lights flash on 
!in<l olT as (he machine svorks away 
at its calculations. It id inti ties the 
com|ioiiiids in the unknown mixture, 
figures tlifir concent rat ioms, and types 
out its findifigs on a ,standarcl recoi'd 
,sheet. Tin; sheet may cmitain 75 
numhers arranged In Jieai columns 
Opposite live names of I he ctmi pounds 


identified. The computing job takes 
the machine three minutes, A human 
computer would reijuire at least eight 
hours, 

The wiring to feed these computing 
machines and analyzers will be instal- 
led by electricians, and a knowledge 
of basic electronics will be a big help 
to the serious minded idectrician who 
is really interested in Ids work. 

Incidentally, the autoimaic factory 
mentioiu'il above is jiast the "Dream 
Stage.'* J have seen one of its parts 
in action, an iexpm imemal automatic 
milling machine, now in operation, at 
llu: Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, This machine and its elec-

then, was $LB9(hfHHL Today in our 
combine<l Pension Funds, Contractors 
and ours, at the olid of July 1954, we 
had and actually in our 

Pension Fund alone, wo had $24,- 
5h0,00{t. This sum has been amassed 
by virtue of several thing,s — by refer- 
endum vote of our members to in- 
crease their payments to the Pensioxi 
Fund by $l*0ti a month; second, by the 
splendid cooperation of our Contract- 
tors who match our membei's pay- 
ments to the fund; third, by the ex- 


cellent cooperation of our local unions 
in our Silver Jubiice Plan; and fourth, 
by our putting all available dollars 
to work in a careful investment pro- 
gram so that every penny is earning 
additional dollars for our Fund." 

Ai the time of this roptud theie 
was a deficit of 62 cents per month 
per member which preventeti the Pen- 
sion Fund from being actuarily 
soumt 

In the July 11)55 Electrical W*orkers 
Journal, the concern he felt for the 
deficiency ami the Plan for correcting 
this deficiency demonstrates that up 
to the time of his death, the Pension 
Plan was of number one importance, 
Fi-o\m D. Parkrr, 1 \ S.

While the fund is building up and 
while the experience period is in 
effect, nddllional covoniges cannot be 
add(‘d* In a year or two, when the 
program is well under way and addi- 
tional funds are available, more in- 
surance can be bought. We hope that 
provisions are soon made for men 
working out of town to pay in their 
own dimes so that their coverage will 
not be lost.

Of Palm Beach LLPE 

L. I'. 323. WEST I'ALM BEACH, 
FIjA. — **XOW is the time for all 


good men to come to the aid of their 
country," or paity, or last but not 
least their labor organization. Xo 
truer words could be said at this par- 
ticulaj* time, than the old atiage that 
w^e've heard so often. 

The local labor unions receiveii a 
call from the (Tentral Labor Union 
to each send their extra quota of 
delegates to a meeting to nominate 
olTtcers for Labor*s League for 1 Polit- 
ical Education. This meeting was 
most successful and showe<l a com- 
plete spiril of unity among the as- 
sembled delegates from the large ma- 
jority of the locals in the F^aini Beach 
area. It was one of the best commit- 
tee meetings hold by local organiza- 
tions and it was said that this meet- 
ing could go down in the archives of 
the labor history of Palm Beach 
County as one of the most outstand- 
ing united and cooperative local labor 
meetings ever held in these parts. 

Some delegates discussed the many 
unhealthy laws that are lx?ing en- 
acted in various parts of the country 
and some in the fair state of Florida 
— ^the so-called "Right- to- Work" laws 
— %vliich are no more than taking 
the right of organized workers to 
work. 

If labor is denied the light to or- 
ganize in any community, of course 
its right to bargain collectively, to 
set up policies of some restrictions 
and to continue to have the right to 
call a strike when it is necessary. 
Will l>e completely lost. We are glad 
to be assured from the White House 
that only a handful of Ei.senhovver 
people are trying to follow a jiro- 
cedure to curtail labor organizations. 
President Eisenhower said recently 
concerning strikes, that, "Today in 
America, unions have a secure place 
in our indu.strial life. Only a handful 
of unreconstructed reactionaries har- 
bor the ugly thought of breaking 
unions. Only a fool would try to de- 
prive working men and women of the 
right to join the union of their 
choice. I have no use for those, re- 
gal diess of their political party, who 
hold some foolish dream of turning 
the dock back to days when imorgan- 
ized labor was a huddled, almost 
helpless, mass. The right of men to 
leave their jobs is a test of freedom. 
Hitler suppi'essed strikes. The draft- 
ing of strikers into the Army would 
suppress strikes. But that also sup- 
pj-esses freedom. There are some 
things worse, much worse, than 
st l ikes — one of them is the loss of 
f reedom," 

Success, it is said, consists in doing 
the common things of lift; uncom- 
monly well, Too many members of 
organized labor are not consistently 
doing the common things well. One 
great lack is in attendance of meet- 
ings. It is most impoitant for mem- 
bers to consistently and persistently 
attend and cooperate with the officers

Approves Merger of

action taken by the leaders of the 
A. F. of L. and the CTO in the past 
year to unite as one organization is 
long overdue and will be approved 
by the ranks of organized labor in 
general. To most of us, it has never 
been clear just why there have been 
two organizations, and actually, the 1*0 
camiol be a very good reason to jus- 
tify a situation where two organiza- 
tions of wo r k i ng men h a ve been 
spending time, money and energy in 
fighting and arguing with each other 
when this effort could be put to much 
better use in the age-long battle to im- 
prove the worker’s standard of living. 

This merger of the two groups has 
also influenced the leadei's of two 
Canadian Labor organizations to take 
steps to merge for the common good. 
These are the Trades and Labour 
Congress and the Canadian Congiess 
of Labour. The former is composed 
of labor organizations affiliated with 
the A. F. of L. and the latter is made 
up of labor unions affiliated with the 
CIO. Both have been duplicating each 
others’ work for the past 25 years 
or so since a group of members broke 
away from the TLC and set up the 
dual organization of the CCL. It is 
expected that both groups will have 
approved the merger at their respec- 
tive conventioi^s this year so that 
the new organization will convene 
early in 195f>.

three-hour cycle, all the of»c rations 
are completely automatic* The se- 
quences of the operations are con- 
trolled by means of a Flex-o-timer, 
which is essentially a master time 
clock with a sack full of micro- 
switches and pens to operate them. 
These micro switches set up a circuit 
for additional timers that time the 
difTei'ertt operations, after which they 
restart the Flex- 0 “timer. With this 
g’enerai principle, hundreds of relays 
and pressure switches, and miles of 
wire and a transmission the size of 
a small automobile, we have doubled 
the capacity of this phase of produc- 
tion. 

On down the line, members of our 
local have built and wired all the con- 
trol panels on the job. The new dry- 
ers are the most moderzi of their kind 
and are built in three stajjes* They 
are g:as dred and have a very profi- 
cient fire protection system, which, in 
the event of a spontaneous fire auto- 
matically discharge COa to the ]>ar- 
ticular location of the fire. This is 
clone electrically by means of mimer- 
ous calibrated thermostats which 
start a timer that sets off an alarm 
and opens the necessary discharge 
valves.

L. V. 11)73, A M HU I DC K. I*A.— Na- 
tional Electric Pnnlucts Corpmation 
had its first contract strike in its aO 
years. The IBEW gained a 10-cen ta- 
per-hour increase retroactive tn July 
21, plus a pension improvement of 
12.0(1 per month for each year of 
service, retroactive to April 7* The 
strike was called by the union mem- 
bers August 22 ami ended August 29.

tht! |iart of the numerous tuboriu^ 
institutions in the Province. The 
workers must be made fully conscious 
of this fact, and urged to remedy it 
through their collective elTort. It 
should never be forgotten that: 
"Success is propoi'timial to the effort 
put forth and inversely proportional 
to llie obstacles encountered." 

Our Charter members numbered 78. 
It was evident from this figure that 
we needed additional members before 
we could hope to accomplish that 
which we had set out to do, namely, 
become recognized as the ofhcial 
bargaining agent for all the em- 
ployes engaged in the "generation 
ami distribution” business of the 
Nova Scotia Light and Power Co., 
Ltd. 

Within two w'eeks we had managed 
to increase our membership to 88, 
and with that we made application 
to the Nova Scotia Labor Relations 
Board for the certification of our lo- 
cal union. On February 15, 11155, the 
Board held a hearing on our applica- 
tion. At this hearing the respondent 
(company) and the intervener (motor 
coach employes of America) bitterly 
npjiosed our application. The respon- 
dent stated, among other things, that 
the men concerned w^ere already rep- 
resented by Division 508 (motor 
coaches of America). They also 
argued that there %vere 205 men in 
the units which applied to repre- 
sent. This matter of numbers was 
the killing argument, because the 
board accepted the company's figures 
without question. 

The jioint, of course, is that there 
actually are many more than 205 men 
in the jdant as a unit, BUT ive were 
applying as a craft unit to represent 
only a portion of the men in the 
plant, and therefore we did have a 
majority of the units for %vhicli we 
applied, which justified our applica- 
tion. 

T!ie intervener^ put up considerable 
argument, questioning our majority 
and claiming that ’we had made “fan- 
tastic" and "impossibie” promises so 
as to win additional supporters. The 
truth is, the intervener is not a certi- 
fied local and the preamble to their 
constitution does not include the em- 
ployes in the generation and distri- 
bution business of the company. It 
only includes those who are actually 
employed in the transit business of 
the company. Therefore although they 
may have represented the first group 
for over 40 years, as they claim, they 
NEVER did have the constitutional 
RIGHT to do so. 

After a short period of argument 
and rebuttal the Labor Relations 
Board dismissed our application on 
the grounds that we did not have a 
majority, and within a few days w'e 
received an official order to that effect. 

Disappointed, but not discouraged, 
we set out to maintain our member- 
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ship tuui iricreast* it as rnudi as [inssi- 
ble. We knew we could re-aj)|dy aftiu- 
three moaths duration, anil since the 
respondent hud committetl himself on 
the matter of numbers, we knew what 
we had to do in order to obtain an 
unquestionable majority, Dutinjr the 
next three months we waged an all- 
out campaign for new members. 
Faceib as \\v were, with all sorts of 
vicious and untrue rumors, and even

School. Mr. W. Jost, our legal coun- 
sel. Brother Tracy, Rmther Tra Hnb- 
ley, and the writer attended the hear- 
ing as rep resent at* ves of the LB.E.W. 
From the outset is was obvious that 
wtt were going to get a imich fairer 
hearing ilian we did in February. 
This time neither the respondent nor 
the intervener seemed very anxious 
to question our majority, instead, 
counsel for the intervener apjieared 
content to ramble at great length 
with irrele\^ant argument. Counsel 
for the respondent attempted to show 
reason why the electricians, welders, 
and other trailesmen in the tiansit 


business should be included in our 
bargaining unit, but in this he failed 
miserably. He seemed to l)e most un- 
willing to commit himself to a definite 
stand, but on the insistence of the 
board chairman he did state that the 
comjmny was definitely opposed to 
our application. 

After about three hours of legal 
wrangling the hoard adjourned. 

On Friday, August H), we received 
notice that the la>ard hail ordeii^d a 
vote of ali the employes in the plant 
unit, ronsequeiitly, on that after- 
noon we met with Mi‘. Bell, who is 
the chief executive Officer of the de- 
partment fif Labor, and company 
oflicials, for the purpose of ironing 
nut voting procedure and its related 
proldeins. The intervener was not 
permitted re]>iesentation at this meet- 
ing l>ecause the vote did not IJIRFCT- 
LY concern him. August 2f5 was Uie 
date set for the taking of 11 r> vrde.
